Rights Issue 
Reveals Big 
GOP Split 


An AP News Analysis 
By JOHN BECKLER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A civ- 


il rights split among House Re- 
publicans rivaling that in the 
Democratic ranks was brought 
into the open by the voting on 
the 1966 civil rights bill. 


The vote on final passage 


found 76 Republicans favoring it 
and 62 against it. On the key 
question of killing the open 
housing provision the GOP di- 
vided 86 for and 50 against. On a 
motion to provide housing ex- 
emptions believed necessary for 
final approval, the split was 
down the middle, 69 on each 
side. 


Just 
a year ago when the 


House passed the Voting Rights 
Act, 
only 24 Republicans voted 


against it, while 112 supported 
it. 


Unlike the Democratic split, 


which has a Southern and his- 
toric base, the Republicans are 
reacting to the current racial 
tensions in the North, and the 
split runs through the entire 
party in the House. 


The trend shown by the voting 


is causing anguish among Re- 
publicans who cling to the tradi- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln and 
who see the GOP doomed to a 
permanent 
and dwindling mi- 


nority status if it further alien- 
ates the growing suburban and 
Negro vote. 


Of the 
50 Republicans who 


voted to keep the housing provi- 
sion in the bill, 26 were fiom 
New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and New England, and 
nearly all the rest were from 
the 
suburban areas of large 


Midwestern cities. 


But the men now running the 


party, at least in the House, see 
a bright prospect for immediate 
political gain that makes oppo- 
sition to civil rights legislation 
sound strategy. 


That strategy led the five top 


GOP leaders, headed by Hep. 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan, to 
take their stand with Southern 
segregationists on nearly t-very 
aomecord vote to whittle down 
the bill. 


They all voted solidly on the 


record to kill the housing pii>vi- 
sion, but on the final roll 
> all, 


Ford and two of his aides voted 
for passage, while the othe: two 
opposed it to the eiul.

viewed with dismay by many of 
the 
liberal 
Republicans who 


helped make him leader in the 
1964 revolt against Rep. Charles 
W. Halleck of Indiana. 


It also earned him stinging 


criticism from Clarence Mitch-

for the bill, who accused Ford 
of duplicity. He said Ford talked 
to him one way on the housing 
section and voted the other. 


Mitchell, a Republican, was 


so upset by the leadership's 
stand he wrote a letter to all 
Republican congressmen urging 
them to renounce their leaders 
and vote for the housing provi- 
sion. 


Ironic in view of the leader- 


ship's position was the role of 
two Republicans in winning ap- 
proval of the housing provision. 
Rep, 
Charles M. Mathias Jr., R- 


Md., 
fashioned the compromise 


section, and Rep. William M, 
McCulloch, 
R-Ohio, 
squeezed 


. out the few Republican votes 


that helped keep it in the bill at 
crucial stages. 


Both come from small towns 


with no racial problems and 
stand 
to be hurt more than 


helped politically by their ef- 
forts. But both were convinced 
that the Republican party could 
not turn its back on one of the 
great social problems of the 
day.
